WILL BE WELCOMED | 
BY COOLIDGE TODAY 


MARIE 1S -FORCED

Thousands Surround Ru- 
manian Legation and 
Refuse To Leave Until 
Visitor Appears. 


QUEEN TO HONOR 
UNKNOWN SOLDIER 


Ovation Marks Arrival 
of Royal Party at New 
York City Hall—Marie 
Gives Two Interviews. 


Washington, October 18.—())— 
Marie, queen of Rumania, at the close 
of her first day in America, returned 
to rest on Rumanian soil. After a 
day crowded with incidents of cordial 
welcome and new sights described by 
the queen as “exciting” and “touch- 
ing,” she was housed tonight in the 
Rumanian legation, become, by her 
presence, the royal palace of a dis- 
tant Balkan kingdom. 

The queen’s first glimpse of the 
capitol of the new world she’ entered 
upon today came as she stood. on the 
arm of Secretary of State Kellogg, 
under the arcades of Union station. 
The lighted dome of the capitol drew 
an exclamation of surprise and de- 
light from her, rising as it did over 
an arc-lighted city, against a dark 
sky. 

Marines Line Her Way. 

Marines lined her way from her 
special train which arrived from New 
York at 6 o’clock, to the entrance of 
the station. Army bands trumpeted 
the Rumanian and then the national 
anthem of the United States, and a 
squadron, war strength, of the third 
cavalry, from Fort Myer, formed her 
guard of honor. 

The white house, which had been 
forecast as her next sight of Wash- 
ington, was denied her until tomorrow, 
for, contrary to past custom, the pres- 
ident did not receive the queen to- 
night. For personal reasons, it was 
said at the white house, the official 
call of the queen at the executive man- 
sion, and of the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge at the legation, was set for 
tomorrow afternoon instead of to- 
night. 

Hence the first official act of the 
visitant queen will be, not the call 
on the president of this country, but 
the tribute she will pay tomorrow at 
the tomb of America’s unknown sol- 
dier. 

Tonight the queen entertained in- 
formally at dinner at the legation, her 


guests being members of the diplo- 
matic corps representing the little 
entente of the Balkans and other cov- 
ernments, including Poland, Italy and 
France. Her parade through the 
streets of the capital city to the lega- 
tion was a brilliant night pageant. 
The chain of automobiles carrying the 
royal party, escorted by the cavalry 
squadron, passed between sidewalks

No, they are often wrong in the 
premises, but ultimately they muddle 
through to the right conclusion, and 
this is what Bagehot meant in the re- 
mark I quoted from him. 

Your difficulty necessitates careful 
review before you decide your course. 
Yet there is one principle you cannot 
forfeit without confusion and loss. It 
is not expressed in a striking phrase. 
There is nothing rhetorical about it. It 
sounds plain, common-place humdrum. 
But it breathes the simplicity and 
which characterize the 
best politicians and make them service- 
able. It was the guiding star of a 
world statesman at a critical hour, 
when old, weary and forespent, he de- 
termined to bring in a measure which 
he knew would wreck his party and 
might blight his fame. 

Prudential reasons were against his 
determination, and he set them down 
in order in a letter to his son which 
obviously was not intended for publi- 
eation. And this is what he said: “I 
y aware of the difficulties in| 
the way, but the great thing is to be 
right.” Not suecess nor popularity, 
bunt rightness is your goal. Once you 
have sighted it, men can say of you 


what they said of the celebrity I have 
im mind after he was dead: 

“How happy is he born and tanght 
That serveth not another’s will; 
Whose armor is his honest thought, 
And simple truth his utmost skill. 


“This man is freed from servile bands 
Of hope to rise, or fear to fall; 
Lord of himself, though not of lands, 
And, having nothing, yet hath all,”

Do you thing a Protestant minister 
should presume to direct the affairs or 
conduct of his congregation? 

Is he not the paid servant of the 
congregation and under obligation to 
them to regard their wishes and opin- 
ions in such matters as schemes for 
raising church money and innocent 
pleasures which their liberty of con- 
science will allow? 

If he cannot approve of such inno- 
cent things should he not seek a living 
somewhere else? 

May I insist, once for all, that the 
pastor of any Christian church is no 
man’s servant, but the servant of 
Jesus Christ and of his fellow men for 
the sake of Christ. The first servitude 
is detrimental to ministerial manhood, 
the second is its height of attainment. 
The “hired man” of trustees and dea- 
cons whom you describe does not exist 
in a truly Christian economy. The fact 
that he exists at all is a disgrace to 
all responsible for his humiliation. 

Very few Protestant clergymen at- 
tempt to dictate to their congregations, 
and those who do find that example 
and persuasion are the better weapons. 
It is symptomatic of our time that 
whereas half a century ago the danger 
line for the minister ran in the reaim 
of doctrine, it now runs in that of 
recreation and finance. 

The quantity and quality of what 
you call “innocent pleasures which lib- 
erty of conscience allows” sometimes 
split a spiritual communion which is 
indifferent about the preacher's creed 
so long as he professes a bare belief in 
Deity. This considtion jis neither 
healthy nor permanent. 

The well-advised pastor will not in- 
terfere with the projects of his flock 
unless these seriously trespass upon 
the reverence and dignity due to re 
ligion and its institutions. 

During 25 years of my ministry, I 
have questioned the propriety of the 
entertainments given by my people but 
twice, and in one instance I was 
wrong. But some members of churches 
lack the spiritual sensibility which hal- 
lows the house of God, and some min- 
isters interyene when intervention is 
foolish and futile.

CONSERVATION OF CONVICT 
HEALTH. 

It might improve the morale of the 
higher court if that Nebraska judge 
who senterces bootleggers to bread 
and water fare for a reasonable por- 
tion of their jail sojourn were elevat- 
ed on the bench. The obpect we have 
in maintaining prisons is to punish 
crime, «The reformers have practical- 
ly stopped the punishment of crime, by 
substituting for punishment a pleas- 
ant coddling. This has become a 


scandal, and the reform most needed 
in present prison practice is a reform 
of the reformers who have brought 
about this disgraceful condition. 

Irrespective of the nature or enor- 
mizty of the crime, every prison sen- 
tence should automatically provide 
hard labor throughout the term of 1m- 
prisonment, and whatever “soft” jobs. 
clerical or executive, the running of 
a prison makes should be filled by 
members of the paid staff or quaii- 
fied civil employees. 

Several years ago I found a mur- 
derer acting as the one and only as- 
sistant for the. prison physician, in a 
state's prison where the reformers 
were getting in their work. I do not 
remember whether this murderer at-
